they equally impos d on the implicit Fudgments of 
their reſpective blind Votaries. : 

Tf it be true, (as ſome tell us it 1s) that the Mot- 
to o/ the Order of the Jeſuits, i Moe to Pun⸗ 
ces, it may very juſtly be ſaid, that the reit leſꝭ and 
rebellious Practices of too many ambitions, Republi- 
can Spirits among the Diſſenters, and Sectaries of all 
Sorts, may ſerve for a Comment on it.

natius Loyola, the Founder of that wicked Order of 
the Jeſuits, and the unhapy Papal Approbation and 
Confi mation of their Society, in the Tear 1540. 
But was rather condemn d, as impious, inhuman, 
and barbarous, not only by their learned Men, but 


likewiſe by their Popes and Councils themſelpes. Tet, 


nevertheleſs, the Jeſuits, and others of their Party 


and Principles, do ftill teach and inculcate the Law- 
fulneß of that Diabolical Do@rine of aſſaſſmating 


P inces, &c. and endeavour inceſſantly, by their pious 


Frands and lying Calumnies, to ſow Seditzon and Diſ- 


affetion among the People, ſo as to raiſe them in Re- 
bellion againft ſuch Princes, as they imagine are not 
in their Intereſt, that they may cut them off by Civil 
Wars, and if that ſucceed not, by private Afaſſ nati- 
on. And theſe horrid Principles, and Doctrines, 
have nat only been aſſerted, and ffrenuouſly maintain d 
by many noted Writers of the Romiſh Church, ſuch 
as Cardinal Bellarmine and Tolet; Mariana, Sua- 
Les, Gueztſer, and hundreds of others, but ſolemnly 
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approv d, firſt by the publick Cenſors and Licenſers of 
all Popiſh Books, and then confirm'd by ſeveral Popes 
themſelves, within theſe 160 Tears paſt. And, ta 
compleat the Character of that Man of Sin and 
Perdition, who. exalts himſelf above all that 
is called God, 2 Theff. ii. 4. theſe ſame Writers 
bave blaſphemouſly beſtow'd upon bim (the Pope) ſome 
of the peculiar Attributes of God; ſuch as Infallibi- 
lity, and an abſolute ſupernatural Power and Superi- 
ority over all the Emperors, Kings, and Princes of the 
Eaith;, ſo as to depoſe, excommunicate, and damn 
them; authorize their Subjects to rebel againſt and 
aſſaſptnate them, without Sin; and to diſpoſe of their 
Dommions as he thinks fit, in caſe they ſubmit not 
to his arbitrary Determination in all things whatſoever, 
both Spiritual and Temporal , which is the ſame as to 
have call'd bim, The King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords, 1 Tim. vi. 15. Nor indeed do I ſee, that 
they fall any thing ſhort of giving bim even that Title, 
when, in the beſt Edition of their Canon Law, con- 
frmd by Pope Gregory XIII, and printed at Pa- 
ris, Anno 1612, they blaſphemouſly call him, Our 
Lord God the Pope! N | 
Thus Pope Innocent III, in bis Letter to Phil 
King of Frarice, (as Matthew Paris relates) call 
the King of England, his Vaſlal and Slave. 
Pope Alexander II. made an abſolute Donation 
of all the Weſt Indies, to Ferdinand King of Ca- 
ſtile, without knowing indeed what he thus gave away, 
or having any Regard to the juſt Right of the Na- 
tives. : | 
The Solemn Bulls that Pope Paulus III. ud a- 
gainſt King Henry VIII; and Pope Pius V. againſt 
Queen Elizabeth, (pr emiſing, at the ſame Time, ber 
Kingdoms of England and Ireland to King Philip 
of Spain) and the Gun-Powder Plot, contriv'd aud

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carry 'd'on by the Jeſuits, (Parſons and Garnet, Ac.) 


are fo notoriouſly known here, that 1 need ſcarcely 


Make ay Mention at allo them: 


But if theſe Doctrines ſhould ſtill fs allow 4 to * 
Place, neither Popiſh nor Proteſtant Princes can be 
ſafe, longer than they implicitly ſubmit to the abſolute 


ill and Pleaſure of the Pope, in all Things what- 


forver, both Spiritual and Temporal. For tho Hen- 


ry III, and Henry IV of France, were neither 
Calviniſts nor Lutherans, but declar d Sons of the 
Church of Rome; yet, becauſe they did nct comply 
Tmplicitly in all ſuch extravagant Meaſures as the 
Pope and his Party expected, they were ſucceſſively 
een and mur ther d, to the great and avow'd 
Foy of the Pope and Court of Rome; and the bar 
barous Regicides canonix d for their pious and me- 
ritorious Villainy. King Henry III was murt her d 
by Jacques Clement, a Fer, on the 1 ſt of Avguſt 
"1589. Aud tho King Henry IV eſcap'd the bloody 
Attempt of that inhumam Rnftan, John Chaſtell, 

in the Tear 1594, yet he fell, by the more ſucceſsful 
Hand of Ravillac, on the 14th of May 1610. And 
both theſe Aſſaſtnes confeſs d, at their ref, ſpect ĩve 
Execntions, that they were pr ompted to commit theſe 
horrid Maurthers, by the Inftigations of Fathers Guy- 
nard and Gueret, Jeſuits, and by the reading of 
Mariana's Works. 

Nom, to come nearer . Some fem Tears af- 
ter the Time that F. Commin, (a Dominican Fryer) 
ard Thomas Heth, (a Jeſuit) were, in the Tears 

1567 and 1568, diſcoverd i in Maſquerade, under 
the Colour of having been very zealons Puritans, 


(vide Pag. IT. and Page 22.) to be alienating the 


Minds of their Hearers from the Doctrine and 
. Worſhip of the then Reform'd Church of England, 
w þappily by Law eſtabliſid, Johannes Baptiſta 

Picklerus 
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Bicklerus, of the Romiſh Perſwaſion, and an anc» 
nymous pretended Diſciple of John Calvin, pub-' 
Iijh'd two ſeveral Books, under the very ſame Title, 
viz, De jure Magiſtratuum in Subditos, & Offi- 
cio Subditorum erga Magiſtratus, uſing the vey. 
ſame Arguments, and (mutatis mutandis) the ve, 
1y ſame Words, only with ſuch Alter ations as might . 
ſerve their ſeveral Hypotheſes; and concluding witb 
the ſame Popiſh Doctrine, the Lamfulneſs of reſiſt- 
ng, depoſing, and exti pating ſupreme Powers, when, 


their ſeveral Occaſions ſo 1equir d it. ; ; 
Both theſe were publiſhd within the Time of the 
ixgenious Buchanzn's publiſhing. bis Auti-manarchi- 
cal and Hackney-Turty Libel, (De jure Regni 
apud Scotos) which has been ſince irrefragably an- 
ſwerd and refuted by his own Countryman, that 
great Wit of Scotland, (as Mr. Dryden calls him, 
in his Preface ts the Tranſlation of Juvenal) tbe 
learned Sir George Mackenzie, in his Jus Regium, 
dedicated to, and approv'd by the moſt learned Body 
of Men in the World, the famous Univerſity of Ox- 
ord, under their Publick Seal. In this fame Jus. 
Regium, the Principles of Parſons, the Jeſuit, un- 
der the counterfeit Name of Dolman, as well as 
thoſe of Buchanan, Naphthali, Knox, and other 
Anti- monarchical Writers, are ſeverally- conſider d 
and confuted. eg int 
To theſe I might add many other maſt virulent

Is true, that before any of all theſe Innovators 
dppear d upon the Stage, there were ſeveral private 
Murmurers in the Reign of King Edward II, who 
gate ſome Inditations of a hankering after the gene- 
ral Difcipline, but not with any Warmth, or appa- 
rent Zeal, before the Fire of Separation, Schitm; 
and Sedition, was kindled among ft them in Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, by Jefuits i» Maſquerade, as 
formerly mention d, and ſome other bot-ſpur d Zealots; 
Far beyond whatever was written, — d, or intend- 
ed by that great and comprehenſive Genius Mr. Cal- 
vin, from whoſe Exatiple thoſe Innovators among ſt 


us pretended to have taken their Model in all Things; 
though a late learn d Divine of the Church of England, 


giving a Character of him, ſaith, That he (Mr. Cal- 
vin) wanted nothing to have made him as or- 
thodox and conſummate a Divine, as any of the 


whole Chriſtian Church, had he not been ſo very 


ignorant, as he was, of Eccleſiaſtical Antiquity : 
For, that if he had been half as well vers d in the

As no Pope, Cardinal, or Jeſuit, ever aſſerted, 


or approv d the Papal Power to depoſe; 9 
mn, 
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damn, and aſſaſſinate Princes; i ft onger or more 
expreſs Terms, than Buchanan coyyd after them, in 
his De jure Regni; ; (which being ſo notoriouſly 
known, ne:d not be repeated here at large) fo theſe 
furious Tub-Declamators and Schiſmaticks, Knox, 
Gilby, Goodman, and Whittingham, &c. have! 
left us theſe following Poſitions on Nerd. 

That it Princes be Tyrants againſt God and 
his Truth, (of which, they ſay, the People are 
Judges) their Subjects are fred from their Oaths 
of Allegiance. | 

That Kings, Princes, and Governors, have 
their Authority of the Prog and, upon Occa- 
ſion, the People may take it away again.

The Anti- monarchical and Hiſtorical Patt* of 
all Knox's moſt virulent Writings, has been very lea 1;- 
edly refuted Ly his own co-temporai y Country-man, 
(Leſley, Biſhop of Roſs) in his Hiftory De rebus ge- 
ſtis Scotorum who (tho of the Communion of the 
Church of Rome) is generally alle wd, as an Hiſtc- 
ian, to have acquitted himſelf with incompar ably 
more Loyalty, Candor, Sincerity, and Humanity, than 
either Buchanan or Knox. And the other Vi. 
tings of all thoſe Furioſo's, have ſince (beyond 
the Poſtbility of any juſt Reply, Ly the Abctto;s of 
their Principles) been ſo confited, over and ever again, 
by Arch-biſhop Spot{wood, and an indefinite Number 
of moſt learned and orthodox Clergy-men and Laicks 
of the "ore 'd Church of Englard, that it would be a

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* Piece of Vanity to recapitulate here any Furt 
Jet nevertheleſs, as the Jeſuits have never hitherto 
miſe d' any Opportunity of advancing the chief End of 
their Helliſp Inſtitution, by ſowing the Seeds of Se- 
paration, Schiſm, Diſſentions, and Commotions, 
in a Soil ſo fruit ful of ſuch Weeds, as the Conventi-
